KILLED BY OPIUM-EATING. 


Death of a Young and Once Handsome 
Woman, Presumably from the Effects 
of the Deadly Drug—Arrest of the Pro- 
prietor of the Den Where She Took Her 
Last Smoke. 

No. 355 West Madison street is a two-story 
frame building, the first floor of whict is oc- 
cupied as a saloon by a man named Thomas, 
and the second floor leased by a Mrs. Robin- 
son, who lets furnished rooms. Yesterday 
morning about 6 o’clock a young man and the 
colored porter in the saloon rang the bell and 
bore through the open door an insensible wom- 
an whom Mrs. Robinson recognized as Jennie 
Woods, The unconscious woman was laid 
upon a bed. The young man who had helped 
the porter to bring her in looked dazed and 
ejaculated, “My God! What can we 
do for her?” While awaiting the arrival of a 
doctor they chafed and rubbed the woman’s 
limbs and face with liquors and did all in their 
power to arouse her, but in vain, for soon 
after she died. When Dr. U. J. Adams arrived 
be was unable to detect any pulse or beating 
of the heart, and pronounéed her dead. He 
bad a conversation in an adjoining room with 
the man who had accompanied her, and de- 
scribes him as a good-looking man about 25 
years of age, five feet seven inches in hight, 
and fashionably dressed. His complexion 


was dark, and his eyes, bair, and slight 
mustache were dlack. He told Dr. 
Adams that he and the deceased 


had been to an opium den on the South Side 
during the night, and that after smoking the 
drug for a short while he became sick and 
went out of doors to get some fresh air and re- 
cover trom the stupor which he felt coming 
over bim. On returning to thé room be found 
bis companion ina very low condition, and 
sent for a physician, who on arriving admin- 
istered an emetic, and used other means to re- 
vive her. As soon as she was able to walk a

where she died. The name 
physician who saw ber at the opium 
joint was, he thought, Dr. Gibson. The 
young man did not, Dr. Adams says’ 
look particularly nervous or distressed. 
He refused to give tis full name, 
but the doctor understood him to say at one 
time that it was Burns. He lived, he said, on 
the South Side. Dr. Adams returned to his 
office, and baif an hour later Burns went there 
and paid him the fee demanded. Lotta, the 
bousekeeper, agrees with the doctor in her de- 
scription of him, and adds that he wore a 
brown overcoat lined with fur. She does not 
know bie name and had never seen him until 
about 10 o'clock Sunday night, when he and 
Jennie Woods came to her place and asked for 
a room. After drinking some beer Jennie 
played and sang a little, and suddenly asked if 
there was any piace near where she 
could get a smoke of opium. Jennie 
and Burns then went out and did 
not return until the next morning. It appears 
that after teaving No. 355 West Madison street 
at about 11 o'clock the two sbortly before 1 
o'clock in the morning went into a Chinese 
laundry at No. 271 Clark street, but could not 
be accommodated with opium pipes. They 
purchased there, however, 50 cents’ worth of 
the drug and then weat to the laundry of Sam 
Lee at No. 198 Fourth avenue, where they re- 
mained until nearly 6 o'clock. Burns told Dr. 
Adams that the Woods woman had smoked 
eight.or ten pipes of the drug. Sam Lee is a 
Chinaman who bas been in this city for over 
twelve years, and is reputed among bis coun- 
trymen to be rich. Yesterday afternoon Sam 
Lee and his wife, a white womun, were 
arrested and taken to the WestSide. The body 
was removed to che undertaking establishment 
of A. Patterson, No. 121 West Randolpu street. 
There it now remains awaiting a post-mortem 
examination which will be made this morning. 
An inquest will be beld Thursday next. 

Nothing bas been seen or heard of Burns,” 
but tne police say they can find him when 
wanted. 

Detectives Baer and Duffy of the Central 
Station maintained an all nicht search for the 
man Burns, but up to an early hour this morn- 
ing they had learned nothing as to his identity. 
They found the cabman, however, who 
conveyed the couple from the opium 
den to the West Side. He isa James Frasier, 
driver of coupé No. 70, and lives at No. 79 
South Desplaines street. He told the police 
that the couple engaged him atthe corner of 
Clark and Madison streets, where be stands. 
and that he drove them to No. 198 Fourth ave- 
nue. The woman, as she stepped out 
of the vehicle, told him to return 
at 8:30 o’ciock a. m., which he did. 
but was told that his fares were not there. 
Returning again a half hour later be met 
them and was told where.to drive on the West 
Side. Dr. Gibson of Van Buren and Polk 
streets said that when he was called into 
the laundry at No. 198 Fourth avenue he 
was told that his patient was suffering from 
the effects of opium. He, assisted by the 
others, succeeded in restoring the woman to 
consciousness and then told her male compan- 
ion to take her into the open air and 
keep her walking or exercising in some 
manner for quite a while; but instead of 
following the doctor’s directions she was 
placed in the coupé.. The doctor maintains 
that it was the disregard of his advice that led 
to tatal results. Had bis suggestion been fol- 
lowed instead of directly opposit being 
done he thinks she would have overcome the 
effects of the opium without difficulty.

A WEST-SIDE CONSPIRACY. 


A Scheme to Beat the West Town Out of 
$70,000 That Should Be Defeated by De- 
cent West-Siders. 

Candidates for the office of Town Gollector 
have not been sO numerous nor 80 eager this 
spring as they used to be, owing tothe decison 
of the Supreme Courtin the cases against the 
ex-Collectors of the West Town rendered about 


three weeks ago. It had been customary for 
Collectors to retain 2 per cent of all the taxes 
collected in addition to their salary of $1,500. 
The West Town Board sued tune Collectors of 
the last seven years for the amounts so re- 
tained, and the Supreme Court decided that the 
money belonged to the towa. The amount 
involved in the West Town is about $70,000. 
The ex-Collectors and their large following, in- 
ciuding about sixty or seventy employés whom 
each has. had during his term, have 
for some time past been running after the Jus- 
tices of the West Town, who, together with 
the Supervisor and Clerk, compose the Town 
Board, in order to induce them to dismiss the 
suits and leave the ex-Collectors in possession 
of the mouey. The board jis not disposed to 
favor them, butintends to obtain judgment 
and collect it. The friends of the Coilectors, 
therefore, have for some time been engaged in 
packing the town meeting, which takes place 
at 2 p. m. today, in their interest. If they 
succeed a resolution will be introduced in- 
structing the Town Board not to push the 
suits, or, perbaps, if they have courage 
enough, the Supervisor will be instructed to 
dismiss the suits at once. The work of pack- 
ing the town meeting bas been done on the 
still-bunt priaciple, and success was considered 
assured. For, as a general thing, the 
town meetings are very poorly at- 
tended, and any covdsiderable crowd united 
on their object can easily carry them. The 
scheme can be defeated, however, if the citi- 
zens will turn out and attend the meeting in 
large numbers 80 as to outvote the schemers. 
Uniess they do so the resolution will probably 
go through, and the $70,000 belonging to the 
town will remain in the pockets of the past 
Collectors. It the suits are pushed to the end 
the money cen be collected from the Collectors 
or their bondsmen. 

The town meeting has been called to Nos. 56 
and 58 South Halsted street, where the office 
of the Town Board is located. The room is 
small and cannot bold more than 100 peopie at 
the outside. It will be very easy to pack it 
with a crowd of triends of the Collectors if 
they get there early in the day. Everybody 
else would thus be exciuded and the schemers 
would have it all their own way. 

In order to bead off any snap judgment, tax- 
payers, especially from the Eleventh and 
Twelfth Wards, are expected to be on hand as 
early as 12 o'clock. The law provides that the 
annual meeting shall be held at some polling- 
place in the town, or that notice of the meet- 
ing shall be advertised for thirty days previous 
to its being held, with the piace of meeting 
fully set forth. It is possible, however, that 
an effort will be made today to hold the meet- 
ing at some piace not contemplated by law— 
probably in the Eleventh Ward—and then at-

THE TALK IN WASHINGTON 


A PENSION BILL FOR MEXICAN VET. 
ERANS PASSES THE HOUSE. 


Objections to the Measure—It Will Include 
Rebels—Plain Words on the Fisheries 
Matter—The House Adopts the Congres- 
sional Library Measure—Fusionist Weav- 
er's Seat Declared Secure — Western 
News. 

WAsuHINeTon, D. C., April 5.—[Special. ]— 
The House today by a practically solid Demo- 
cratic vote—yeas 158, nays 68—passed the Mex- 
ican Pension bill in its most objectionable 
form. This measure was laughed out a month 
ago because of its crudities. It was shown 
that its sole effect would be to create a civil 
pension list, a service pension of $8 per month 
being granted. During the discussion the 
statement was made that the bill would put 
20,000 persons on the pension list who had 
never set foot on Mexican soil, having en- 
listed when the war was drawing to an 
end. The friends of the measure recognized 
its weakness, and some time ago introduced a 
Bubstitute which required sixty days’ actual 
service and made some provisions for prevent- 
ing fraud. Today the old bill came up on the 
order of suspended business from the first 


Monday in March. Eldredge of Michigan, who | 


had charge of the matter, tried to get unani- 
mous consent to substitute the new bill for the 
rst crude measure. Bayne and Reed of Maine 
onthe Republican side objected, and then a 
vote was bad on the original bill. Though 
admittedly a very bad piece of pension iegis- 
lation there was no opposition to speak of on 
the Democratic side, no warning against mort- 
gaging the future prosperity of the country. 
and no figures from Commissioner Black to 
show the enormous cost. The fact that nu- 
merous ex-Rebels will draw pensione from the 
Government seemed to have much to do with 
the obliquity of the Democratic vision. The 
bill will undoubtedly be amended in the Sen- 
ate. Some of the Republican members who 
voted for it justify their votes on this ground: 
They declare it was just that some sort of a 
Mexican pension bill should be passed, and are 
willing to trust the Senate to cure its defects. 

The fo lowing is the text of the bill: 

SEc. 1. That the Secretary of the Interior de di- 
rected to place the names of all the surviving 
Officers, soldiers, and sailors who Ae and 
served in the war with Mexico for any period dur- 
ing the years 1845, 1846, 1847, and 1844, and were 
honorably discharged, and their surviving widows, 
on the pension roll, at the rate of $8 per month 
—.— and after the passage of this act during their 

ives. 

Sec. 2. That the Secretary of the Interior is di- 
rected to make such rules and reguiations as are 
necessary to carry this actinto effect; provided, 
that where it shall appear that a discharge is lost. 
secondary evidence may be permitted, and where 
it shall appear an applicant has received a land 
warrant, that shall be sufficient evidence of an 
honorable discharge, unless the evidence shows 
that he procured it by fraud; and, provided, 
that this act shall not apply to persons under po- 
litical disabilities. 

The report of the Committee on Rules, which 
contained a pension measure, this morning 
went over under objections, that members 
might have a chance to digest it. Action is 
expected tomorrow. The following is Morri- 
son's meaty proposition, which it is claimed 
will be adopted: 

That it shall be in order when any general Dill 
or proposition to increase the rates or amount of 
pensions, or to grant pensions to persons not pre- 
vieusly entitled thereto by law, is under consider- 
ation to amend the same 80 as to provide by taxa- 
tion or otherwise for the payment thereof, but no 
such amendment shall be in order unless the next 
revenue provided for shall be thereby set apart 
for the sole purpose of paying such increased pen- 
sions, 

More About the Fisheries Troubles. 

Secretary Bayard seems to have put his foot 
in it again. According to Senator Frye, he is 
a little. too previous in his instructions to the 
owners of American fishing-vesseis to the effect 
that they bave no rimht to enter Canadian bays 


and barbors except for shelter, damage, and 


for purchasing wood and water. In speak:ng 
on his resolution today Mr.'Frye read from the 
laws governing international intercourse, and 
drew Trom them the conclusion that American 
vessels bad the ‘right to enter any port 
at any time for any purpose except 
piracy! He said the course which the Canadiau 
Government was pursuing was for the purpose 
of intimidating our fishermen. He calied at- 
tention to the fact that Canadian vessels are 
today reported to be purchasing in Portland 
and other American ports supp'ies and bait for 
carrying on cod fisheries, and that the Domin- 
ion Marine Minister had prohibited Americans 
from doing the same in Canada. He expected 
to bear within a week of the seizing and con- 
fiscation of an American fishing vessel by 
Canadian cruisers. It this should happen, and 
he did not doubt it would, be should at once 
introduce a biil to close to Canadian vessels 
every port in the United States, and the coun- 
try would then see how the thing stood. Mr. 
Frye then gave notice that he would tomorrow 
at the close of the morning business call up the 
Fishing bill. 

In the House Gov. Dingley presented resolu- 
tions reciting the acts of the Dominion author- 
ities, and closing as follows: 

Resolved, That the President be requested to fur- 
nish the House with any information in his posses- 
sion relative to the exclusion of American fishing- 
vessels from the right to enter ports of.entry 
of the Dominion of Canada for, the purpose 
of trading, purchasing supplies, or landing fish 
caught in deep water for shipment in 
bond to the United States, or doing other 
acts which Canadian and other British vessels are 
freely permitted to do in ports of the United 
States; and also toinform the House what steps 
have been taken or are proposed to bring such un- 
warrantable acts of the Dominion authorities to 
the attention of the British Government. 

The resolutions went to the Foreign Affairs 
Committee. 

The Congressional Library Bill Passed. 

The House today passed the bill authorizing 
the construction of a Congressional Library 
Building. Despite the opposition of Morrison, 
Randall, and Holman the negative votes were 
very few. The subject has been before Con- 
gress fur ten years. Most of the members 
knew all they wanted to about it, and they de- 
clined to bear its merits discussed further. 

[The bill requires the library to be put up in the 
neigh borhood of Capitol Hill, the site not to cost 
more than $550,000. The sum of $500,000 is appro- 
priated to begin the construction of the building, 
which matter is to be in the hands of a commission, 
composed of the Secretary of the Interior, 
the architect of the Capitol extension, and 
tne Librarian of Congress. The plans 
make the ultimate total cost about $3,000,000. 
There was no dispute about the urgency of the de- 
mand for a Congressional Library sufficient to ac- 
commodate the magnificent collection which is now 
packed elsewhere. The only difference of opinion 
was as to the amount. The Library bill has fre- 
quently passed the Senate in former sessions. 
This time it was held back to give the House a 
chance. The Senate will probably pass the meas- 
ure without amendment. } 

Matters of Interest in the West. 

St. Louis is determined to have another 
bridge across the Mississippi. Mr. Glover has 
introduced in the House a duplicate of Cock- 
rell's Senate measure to enable the St. Louis 
Merchants’ Exchange to build a drawbridve 
under the usual conditions and limitations. 
The Missouri members are looking for sturdy 
opposition from the steam boatmen. 

In the examination into the alleged corrupt 
vse of money in securing the Jeffersonville, 
Ind., levee appropriation, ex-Councilman 
Shuler of Jeffersonvilie, Ind., today reiterated 
bis statement that Mayor Glass’ reason for not 
calling a meeting to appropriate the $1,000 to 
send to Washington was because bie salary as 
Mayor had been cut down $300. Mayor Glass 
also used very hard language toward Mr.

NEW STORES ON SOUTH WATER, 


S. W. Allerton Will Erect Eleven of Them 
for the Use of Commission Merchants. 

The desire so often expressed by many bus! 
ness-men the northeast corner of South 
Water and Staite streets, heretofore occupied 
by an unattractive structure used by the West- 
ern Transportation Company, should be im- 
proved with a good building adapted to 
branches of trade that centre in that part of 
the city, isto be gratified. Samuel W. Aller- 
ton has leased from the estate of Charles M. 
Reed of Erie, Pa., for ninety-nine years, a 
frontage of 213 feet on South Water street, run- 
ning to the river and taking in the dock, and 
willerect thére eleven stores, nineteen feet 
wide each. The structures will be four stories 
and basement and the fronts will be of 
pressed brick. The buildings will be sep- 
arated from each other by a twenty- 
inch brick wall from the basement to the top 
of the roof. The timbers from the first story 
to the top will be 3x12 inches, and the distance 
between the joists will be eight inches. All 
the floors will be double. There will be a layer 
of asphalt in the basement ot each store from 
the north end to the curb-wail on South Water 
street, making the area under the sidewalk and 
the basement one room. There will be a drain 
around the walls of each building, and the as- 
phalt will pitch in such a manner as to carry 
moisture to a catch basin. The basement will 
thus be as dry as the first floor, and will de an 


excellent place for the storage of butter. A 
stone sidewalk twenty feet wide will be laid all 
around the structure, and joining it will be a 
system of prismatic lights covering a space 263 
feet long and four feet wide, which will give 
light to the basement and the area under the 
sidewalk. Each store will bave an elevator 
with a capacity of 2,000 pounds. The follow- 
ing sketch shows the location, size, and shape 
of the property: 
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The structure will be called the Allerton 
Building. It is intended to make it the most 
substantial and attractive block on South 
Water street, but it is to be gotten ready in a 
very short time. The mason and carpentry 
contractors bave agreed that the job sball be 
done within thirty working days from April 1, 
and it is promised that the stores shall be in 
good condinon for tenants May I without fail. 
Six or seven persons are already figuring for 
five-year leases. None of the stores will be 
rented except for South Water street com- 
mission business. It is proposed to make the 
dock the centre of the fruit trade, being con- 
venient for the reception of fruit from Michi- 
gan. The dock is the largest, except the 
Goodrich, on the south side of the Main Branch 
of the river. The location has been coveted 
by many people for a long time, and at least 
nine persons are known to have been trying to 
get a lease of the property recently. The Aller- 
ton scheme was carried througu by Charles A. 
Kerfoot & Co., who will have charge of the 
property. The plans for the building were 
drawn by Cobb & Frost.

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| THOSE GEORGIA BONDS. 


IT IS ARGUED UNCLE SAM IS BOUND 
TO SEE THEY ARE PAID. 


The Delicate Pcints Raised by Mr. Isham 
in His Plea Before the Court of Claims in 
Behalf of the German Plaintiffs—Riddles 
of Reconstruction Days Brought For- 
ward for Solution — Georgia’s Peculiar 
Attitude. 0 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 5.—[Special.] 
—The repudiated Georgia bond case came up 
in the Court of Claims today. Mr. May, as- 
sistant attorney of the Department of Jus- 
tice, opened the case for the United States, 
and was followed by the Hon. E. 8. Isham for 
the proseeution. The case as presented by 
Mr. Isham is in the form of a petition based 
on a series of propositions, which are briefly 
these: The Reconstruction acts of Congress of 
March 2, March 23, and July 19, 1867, declare 
that no legal State Government then existed 
in Georgia, and they proceeded to establish 
machinery for the administration of the civil 
Government of the State until it should com- 
ply with the conditions that were imposed by 
Congress upon its restoration to its Federal 
relations. That Government, so established, 
continued until August, 1870. The claim is 
that Congress, by these Reconstruction acts, 
clothed the persons whom it directed to admin- 
ister the Governthent not only with ali the 
powers specified in the acts, but also with all 
the corporate powers of the State of Georgia; 
that the political and corporate integ- 
rity of Georgia as a State was not im- 
paired by its secession, but only its 
Federal relations disjointed, and the acts of 
Congress provided a machinery for the ad- 
ministration of its Government unti: it should 
be restored, which machinery was endowed by 
the acts of Congress with the civil powers of 
the State of Georgia. These powers were ade- 
quate for all purposes. All persons engaged 
in administering the Government of Georgia 
under these Keconstruction acts derived all 
their authority to act at all from these acts of 
Congress. It was during this period—iu March, 
1869—that the. guaranty was given upon the 
Brunswick & Albany Railway Company’s bonds. 


4 Itis claimed that this guaranty was the direct 


act of the United States, and that the United 
States is legally bound by it. The bonds 
issued with this guaranty upon them were sold 
in Europe as soon as they were issued at 94 
cents on the dollar, and the present suitin the 
Court of Claims is brought by a subject of the 
Kingdom of Prussia: who thus bought the 
bonds upon which suit is brought. 

There is the further question that when the 
United States, having made this contract in 
connection with these bonds, afterwards read- 
mitted Georgia to the Union and restored it to 
the uncontrolled exercise of its powers as a 
sovereign State, and so placed it within its 
power to repudiate this act whith the United 
States had done in its name, it ought to bave 
imposed some condition that would have 
prevented the tuture exercise of that 
power of repudiation. The United States 
did not impose such conditions as 
to some matters, and the States that had been 
in Rebellion were never unqualifiedly admit- 
ted. They were admitted upon the “ funda- 
mental condition’’ that they should never 
afterwards change their Constitutions upon 
certain specified subjects. It neglected to 
‘compel in this way the assumption of this ob- 
ligation by Georgia. It has been repudiated 
by Georgia as beiug the act, not of Georgia, 
but of the United States, and so it properly re- 
mains, what it originally was, the obligation 
of the United States. 

A further ground of obligations of the 
United States to subjects of a foreign Govern- 
ment lies in the fact that under our Federal 
organization the Government of the United 
States interposes its shield of defense on 
behalt of a repudiating State, inas- 
much as it prohibits any diplomatic 
intercourse and the enforcement of ordinary 
international remedies between a foreign Gov- 
ernment and any of our States, which are nev- 
ertheless called sovereign. 
ernment, which thus empowers the violation 
of contracts by the States and shelters them 
from tho ordinary international consequences, 
ought to compel such States to open their courts 
to suits for their enforcement judicially, or 
else bold itself. responsible upon such con- 
tracts and get its own indemuity from the 
States by such methods as it may sec fit to 
provide, 

The further argument tomorrow will be 
brought forward by Mr. Isham that the State 
Legislature established in Georgia was merely 
atool inthe hands of the General Govern- 
ment, and that Gen. Meade in his uniform and 
surrounded by bis staff officers displaced the 
presiding officer and himself presided over the 
deliberations of the body. 

A curious circumstance is related, but which 
bas no bearing on the case now before the 
court otber than to show that Georgia con- 
siders bonds made by the State as of some 
value. The laws of the State of New York 
provide that National banks may become the 
owner of bonds of any State which bas not re- 
pudiated its debt for ten years. Lately the 
State of Georgia, through her officers, applied 
to the New York Legislature to have her bonds 
put upon the list of those which might be 
purchased by the banks. The request was re-

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


The State of Affairs with Regard to the 
Rialto Bridge and the Chamber of Com- 
merce Lease. 

The commencement of hostilities between 
the Rialto Company and the Board of Trade 
has been postponed until Thursday in the ex- 
pectation that meantime a compromise will be 
effected on an equitable basis. An under 
standing was come to yesterday that the Rialto 
people would defer their bridge-building opera- 
tions until Thursday to give tae directors of 
the Board of Trade an opportunity of acting 
on their attorney's opinion. When the matter, 
however. was submitted to President Nixon 
and some other directors of the Riaito Com- 
pany they decided that in the terms of their 
resolutions adopted last week their architects 
should commence buiiding the Rialto side of 
the bridge Wednesday morning, but should 
postpone making any connection with the 
Board of Traue until Thursday. President 
Wright has no objections to make to this. 
Whatever action may be taken by the directors 
of the board Wednesday, the Rialto architects 
will start in to make the connection with the 
Board of Trade Thursday morning, and will 
only then be deterred by injunction or phys- 
ical force. It is indirectly understood that 
the Board of Trade's outside legal advisers 
will give an opinion adverse to the decision re- 
cently arrived at by the said board, and if this 
be the case furtber trouble will probably be 
avoided. Should the board, however, not re- 
consider its previous action a good deal of 
serious litigation lies straight abead. 

President A. M. Wright and Judge Sidney 
Smith bad another lengthy conference yester- 
day forenoon about the Chamber of Commerce 
lease, and it is known that the Judge expressed 
a still more emphatic opinion than before, 
that the board’s action in refusing to pay 
further rent to the Chamber of Com- 
merce was entirely legal and equitable. 
The Chamber of Commerce people on the other 
hand feel certain that the Board of Trade As- 
sociation will never sanction the action of a 
majority. of its directors, and acting under Mr. 
Jewett's advice will take no legal steps to re- 
cover the outstanding rents until the sense of 
the association at large bas been ascertained. 
Ageneral meeting of the association may be 
called to decide on the lease question, and it is 
rumored that if the majority of the directory 
persists in ignoring the claims of the Chamber 
of Commorce to further rent, several directors 
may resign from the board. 

There will be no session of the board today, 
according to arecent decision to adjourn over 
election-day. 

The Chamber of Commerce is now paying its 
1 per cent dividend, the deficit resulting from 
the Board of Trade's refusal to pay its rent, ha v 
ing been made up from the sale of surplus bonds.

Berriman Bros. Ready to Comply with Any 
Rersonable Demand of Their Employes— 
Sunday’s Eight-Hour League Meeting 
—That City-Printing Contract—Labor on 
the Court-House Repairs. 

At the meeting of the Trade and Labor As.- 
sembiy Sunday it was stated that Berriman 
Bros., cigar manufacturers, employed girls un- 
der 15 years of age, and the matter was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Abuses. A Trip- 
UNE reporter found both of the brothers at the 
factory on Kinzie street. They said they never 
had received word from the Cigarmakers’ 
Union or from any other union, and accord me- 
ly didn’t know what their grievances 
were. EB. C. Berriman said the iris 
averaged in wages better than any 
member of the .Cigarmakers’ Union. 
They averaged, he said, about $9 per week, 
some $8.20, while none got less than $4. They 
gave their employsés work the year round, Mr. 
Berriman said, and,“ he added. we are gov- 
erned entirely by the wishes of our employés. 
If they wanted us to adopt the eight-hour sys- 
tem we would adopt it.” As for girls un- 
der 15, the reporter was conducted 
through the shop, but saw among the 100 girls 
none who could be suspected of being under 
15. Mr. M. W. Berriman said he would give 
$1,000 for every girl found ia his shop under 
15. Hesaid where there was any doubt when 
employing a girl as to ber age a certificate was 
obtained from her parents. At the Cigar- 
makers’ Union office they said they bad various 
reasons ter boycotting Berriman Bros.’ goods. 
but would not be more explicit. They called 
the Berriman shop the ‘Angel Slave-Pen,“ 
presumably on account of the very strict rules, 
which the firm admitted.

The Council is liable to pass such an order 
every year just before elecuon for obvious 
reasons, and if the Aldermen can override the 
charter the Mayor wants to know it.

SOUTHERN SUBURBAN EDUCATION. 


Figures Contained in the Treasurer’s Re- 
port for the Schools of the Lake and 
Hyde Park Regions. 

There was a meeting of the school trustees 
of the Towns of Lake and Hyde Park at the 
Springer School, corner of Wabash avenue and 
Forty-first street, yesterday. Besides the three 
trustees, Messrs. Gosney, Fieming, and Cham- 
beriain, a numbeg of school directors were 
present. Several petitions praying for the cre- 
ation of new districts and the adjustment of 
district boundaries were presented and re- 
ferred. The unfortunate town now has ten 
districts and forty-five school directors, but 
the residents are not satisfied. The Treasurer, 
Mr. Fred Howard, then presented his report. 
The following table summarizes the principal 
facts set forth: 
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It will be seen that the cost of education ex- 
ceeds $56 per pupil per annum. in Chicago 
the cost of education does not quite reach $30 
per pupil. In the Oakland District, lying just 
south of the city, the cost is about $53 per 
pupil. In the Stock-Yards District it is about 
$48, in the Hyde Park Centre District about 
$44, and in the Forrestville District over $100. 
The hizher price here, however, is due to the 
fact that a new school building has been 
erected. The extravagant expenditures are 
largely due to the system of division into little 
districts and the recklesness with which past 
School Boards borrowed at high rates of inter- 
est to put up costly schools. The following 
table will let some light in on this phase of 
suburban expenditure:

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HONEST VOTING IN CINCINNATI AND 
A REPUBLICAN VICTORY. 


Ballot-Box Stuffers and Thugs Kept Away 
from the Polls—Judges and Clerks Who 
Did Their Duty—The Republicans Elect 
Their Ticket and Probably Have 5,000 
Majority in the City—Town Elections in 
Michigan and Other States.

In the knowledge that the election ma 
cbinery was in good bands there was no early 
worning rush to the polls to assist in organ- 
izing and to poll a heavy vote for the 
effect it would bave on later comers 
‘Up te noon the vote was a third lighter 
than usual. During the afternoon there was a 
beavy, driving snow-storm. The election be- 
ing purely local there was of course much 
scratching. Botb tickets contain the names of 
men of popularity and good individual charac 
ter. Thomas Hess, Repubiican candidate for 
City Infirmary Director, is a common saloon- 
keeper, not of first-class qualities as a citizen.

Hess was severely scratched. But in spite of 
the scratching it was a victorious sweep for the 
Republicans.

Hooker 
says the trade here will lose little if 
anything by the suspension. Earnest sy mpathy 
is expressed for the firm, and practical aid may 
be expected if it is in the power of the mem- 
bers to reinstate the firm.

AT THE MERCY OF THE WAVES, 


A French Brigantine Drifts on the Ocean 
for Two Months—The Captain and Mate 
Drown Their Sorrows in Rum. 
BALTIMORE, Md., April 5.— [Special.] —Lieut. 

Graham of the Baltimore Hydrographic office 

today received a letter from Capt. Todd of the 


British steamsbip Sarah Ano at Galway, Ire- 


land, from Baltimore, reporting that March 7, in 
latitude 39° 8“ north, longitude 60° 20 
west, during a storm de sighted a 
dismasted vessel which proved to be 
the French brigantine Dix Freres, from Marti- 
nique, loaded with sugar for Boston. The 
Sarah Ann sent a boat to the brigantine. The 
Captain and mate were intoxicated and re- 
fused to leave, shouting that they in- 
tended to sink with the ship. 
The Captain also held on to his little boy, al- 
thougu the child was crying to be rescued. 
Four of the sailors were taken off. One sailor 
was dead on the deck. The brigantine sailed 
from Martinique Dec. 3, lost her masts fitteen 
days later, and bad been drifting about for two 
months. The survivors say the master and 
mate were always drunk, as there was plenty 
ot rum aboard. The cargo had dissolved and 
been pumped overboard. The men could not 
be persuaded to leave the leaking craft or give 
up the child, and Capt. Todd thinks they went 
down with the sbip soon afterwards.

OHIO FINANCE 


They Are in 2 Very Unsatisfactory State as 
the Result of Extravagant Democratic 
Rule. 

CoLumavs, O., April 5.—[Special.|—The pres- 
ent condition of the State finances is a per- 
plexing one for the State officials and General 
Assembly. On account of the extrav 
of the lust Democratic Legisiature the Treasu- 
ry is not only practically empty but it will be 
necessary to create a deficiency of at least 
$1,000,000 to carry on the business of the State 
until Jan. 1, 1887. The Terrili bill provides 
tor aloun of $750.000—the highest amount al- 
lowed for any one year by the Constitution. 
Assuming that this will be passed, a shortage 
of $250,000 will still exist. The amount can be 
anticipated by advance drafis on the County 
Treasurers on December collection, but the 
trouble is in meeting maturing obligations 
alter that time. To either increase the State 
levy or the tax duplicate is considered a neces- 
sity. The total tax duplicate is in round num- 
ders $1,600,000,000, and it is estimated that if the 
full amount of personal property was listed 
this would be swelied to 63. 000. 000. 000. Gov. 
Foraker is preparing a special message to the 
General Assembly on this subject, which will 
be submitted tomorrow.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR PREPARING FOR A 
DETERMINED FIGHT. 


The Management of the Strike Left to the 
Local Assemblies—A Threat to Call Out 
5,000 Men on the Eastern Trunk Lines 
Entering East St. Louis—No Fresh Acts 
of Violence Reported in the Southwest. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 5.—-[Special.|—In ac 
cordance with the order of the General Ex- 
ecutive Committee to continue the strike issued 
late last night, the Bridge and Tunnel men and 
switchmen who went to work Saturday quit 
work this morning. At Summit avenue tie 
feeling among we strikers was one of greater 
confidence than has been shown since the in- 
auguration of the strike. With the order from 
the General Executive Board to continue te 
strine, the men have settled to the lock-out 
with a grim resoludon to stick to- 
gether. The strikers say that owing 
to the strike of the trackmen and 
bridge repairers the road-bed is in 

a bad condition, and they allege that the eng!- 

neers have complained of the danger to them- 

selves in running over it. The exposé of ti 
attempt of the company’s detectives to tempt 

the Knights to commit a felony has caused a 

reaction in favor of the strikers, and the de- 

tectives are unmercifully lashed by the press. 

The traffic over the bridge was heavier today 
than Saturday. Several trains loaded with 
coal were brought over from East St. Louis. 

The Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain each 

succeeded in sending out four trains this 

morning. Committees of strikers visited the 

yards and requested all men to quit. A 

few obeyed. At 4 o'clock three strikers 

leaped on a Missouri Pacific engine 
at Cheltenham and attemptod to throw the en- 
gineer and fireman off. The fireman was 
tbrown to the track, and pulling his revolver 
fired twice at his assailants, but it is believed 
did not hit them. The men then abandoned 


the engine and escaped. 

General Committeeman Hayes said tonight 
that the strike would be extended, the entire 
management of it would be left to the joint 
committee of the three assemblies, and that 
the next district, No. 78, would de called. This 
district covers the roads that affiliate with the 
Gould system. It is stated that before the end 
of the week 5.000 Knignts of Labor on the 
Eastern trunk lines terminating here will be 
called out. 

East St. Louis was lively all day. Twenty 
Poles employed by the Vandalia to handle 
freight quit at the request of the strikers. The 
Chicago & Alton received considerab.e freight 
for shipment this morning, but did not make 
up @ train, the switch-engineers in the yards 
claiming that they were atratd of the crowd of 
strikers, and all of them ran their engines into 
the round-house. This news was hailed with 
joy by the. strikers and caused them 
to feel more hopeful than for 
several days. They locked upon it as 
a token of sympathy for them by the engi- 
neers, and were correspondingly jubilant. The 
other roads went abead making up trains. The 
notice from the Superintendents of the roads 
centering in East St. Louis, offering to take 
back as mahy of the old men as they could use 
and who hgd not destroyed property, if the 
men would present themselves for duty by 1 
o'clock this afternoon, was posted on the 
freight-houses. It was taken advantage of by 
a number of the men. Nearly all the transfer 
teamsters went to work this morning, and, 
though appealed to on all sides by strikers, 
they were still at work this evening. 

Secretary Turner left tonight for a tour of 
inspection over the Gould system, and will 
spend tomorrow in Sedalia. The General 
Executive Board eent a dispatch to ex-Gov. 
Curtin of Penusyivania indorsmg his bill pro- 
viding for a special Congressional committee 
to veit St. Louis and investigate the strike. 
Messrs, Hayes and Bailey will remain here. 
They outiined their future plans tonight as 
follows: Every legitimate resource of the order 
will be used to compel tne company to recog- 
nize the Knights. Saturday in the con- 
ference with Mr. Hoxie they asked that 
only the majority of the men be taken 
back and weve willing to sacrifice the leaders. 
Now they wiil attempt to force she company 
to take back every man except those convicted 
of violating the iaws. Ali the strikers will be 
taken care of by the order, and the men who 
are not Knighte of Labor but who went 
out in sympathy with the Knights will 
also be well cared for. Money will 
not be needed for some weeks 
to come, and when it does the vast order will 
respond and the strike kept active. They will 
see that the railroad company will not make a 
cent, and will request shippers and all patrons 
of the road to cease shipping. They ciaim to 
have sufficient financial resources to make a 
winnimg fight. 

Sneriff Ropiquet of St. Clair County, Illinois, 
in which East St. Louis is situated, today issued 
acircular to the indicted Knights ot Labor 
stating that those who so desired could today 
appear before bim and furnish bonds for their 
appearance in court to answer the charges 
against them, otherwise they would be arrested 
and taken to jail. George Bailey, against whom 
se’ en indictments were found, was the first to 
respond and furnished bail in the sum of 
$7,000. Many others are expec ed to follow his 
example. 

The situation up to a late hour tonight is 
practically unchanged. The General Execu- 
tive Committee bas heid no formal session to- 
day nor bas tne local Joint Committee done 
anything chat it will make public beyond the 
fact that it has telegrapbed to all points on the 
Gould system the statement which was issued 
last night by the General Committee. To these 
telegrams the committee says it bas received 
replies from most of the principal points to the 
effect that the action of the General Commit- 
tee is commended and indorsed, and that gen- 
erally’ the men who have returned to work 
bave again gone out, and that the strike is 
practically as active and as strong as it bas 
been at any previous time. 


Jay Gould Denies Hoxie Is Violating Any 
Agreement Made with the Knights at the 
New York Conference. 

New York, April 5.—Secretary Turner of 
the Executive Committee of the Knights of 
Labor, having stated yesterday in St. Louis 
that Mr. Hoxie was not acting in conformity 
with the terms of the agreement en- 
tered’ into at the New York confer- 
ence, Mr. Gould was today interviewed 
upon the subjectandsaid: ‘‘ The stenograpb- 
er's notes of the New York conference show 
that there was no agreement, direct or im- 
plied, that the company ‘would take all men 
back, with some comparatively few excep 
tions.” On the contrary, they show that not 
one of the committee expected the company 
to take back any men not needed or any who 
had had anything to do with damage to the 
vroperty of the company or obstruc 
tion to the running of its trains. 
Mr. Powderly said if the company would 
supply him with the names of these 
law-breakers they would be expelied from the 
order. The whole committee was very posi- 
tive that its orders to return to work would be 
generally obeyed, and asserted most positively 
that those who refused to obey its orders 
would be put out of the order, and, to use the 
words of one of the committee, ‘ kept out of it 
forever.’ A message from Mr. Hoxie was réad 
to committee, in which be said that 
only a portion of the men formerly 
employed would be required by the company 
on agcount of a reduction in business, caused 
by the strike, and because a large number of 
men had been employed to take the places of 
strikers who would not be discharged.“ 

The following dispatch was received this aft- 
ernodn at the office of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad Company: 

Sr. Lois, Mo., April 5.—There is nothing in the 
rumor from Fort Worth as to strikers tearing up 
railway tracks. The following has just been re- 
ceived from Fort Worth: At thie hour (1 p. m.) 
everything is quiet. Twotrains have gone south 
this morning well guarded; no interference. Some 
one crippled Engine 27 last night at Waco 
while trainmen were eating supper. About 11:30 
this morning a box ot dynamite was found in an 
outhouse near the Union Depot, where it had been 
secreted. Gov. Ireland is now in the city. All 
saloons and drinking-places have been closed, and 
a lerge police force patrol the city at night. More 
freight-trains will move south today, Nothing 
authoritative has been heard from the strikers who 
were shot last Saturday.“ 


Financial Assistance for the Southwestern

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meeting of the assembly immediately to take ac- 
tion towards raising a fund, the Knights taking 
the lead in the matter by general consent. 
Ten thousand dollars is the figure set by the 
originators of the movement. To secure 80 
large an amount the codperation of all the 
ncipal unions win be required by the 
nights: It is understood that the assistance 
of the Typographical Union, the Bricklayers 
Union, and a number of others can be depend- 
ed upon, although. of course, no formal action 
has as yet been taken by any of them. 

There was some opposition at the conference 
to sending any money out of the city with the 
eight-hour movement on hand, which would 
probably create requirements for the full 
strength of the la bor organizations in carrying 
it to a successful issue. The objection was 
scouted, however, on the ground that a defeat 
in the Missouri Pacific strike would give or- 
ganized labor a black eye,” the effect of 
which would tend to weaken any movement 
bere or elsewhere in the future by labor or- 
ganizations. 

Of all the events of the strike none has created 
so much feeling among the local Knights as to 
what they claim to ve the underhand schemes 
ot the railway people to entice the St. Louis 
Executive Board into the trap of stealing the 
private dispatches of Gould and Hoxie, and 
perhaps to that cause as much as to any other 
is due the start of the movement to send the 
Strikers assistance, 


Gov. Ireland at Fort Worth—Rewards Of- 
fered for the Arrest of Hardin, Leader of 
the Ambushers—No Further Violence— 
Dynamite. 

Fort Wortn, Tex., April 5.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Ireland arrived here this morning from 
the Capital of the State and was in consulta- 
tion all day with the raliway officials and mil, 


tary commanders. When the Governor's train, 


stopped at Waco, on its way here last 
night, several strikers mounted the engine 
and killed it. Another engine was pro- 
cured and the train arrived this morning 
without further hindrance. Gov. Ireland said 
that he was determined that the railway offi- 
cials must be permitted to run their trains, 
even if it required the assistance of every man 
in the State able to bear arms to aid in accom- 
plishing this end. He offers a reward of $500 
for the arrest of Hardin, the leader of 
the ambushers in Saturday’s fight, which 
amount is supplemented by a reward 
of $500 offered bs the railroad company. 
A treight-train was sent out this afternoon 
under a heavy guard of militia. A report that 
the strikers had torn up a section of track 
south of tbis city proved, upon investigation, 
to be unfounded. A box of dynamite cart- 
ridges was found today concealed near 
‘the Union Depot. It was stolen from 
the magazine of Joseph H. Brown, wholesale 
grocer, some time last nigbt. It is the opinion 
of the officers that it was intended to biow up 
the Union Depot tonight, in which event the 
loss of life wouldzbave been heavy, nearly all 
the troops and rangers being quartered there. 
N. M. Lovin, District Master Workman of As- 
sembly No. 101, was arrested today for com- 
plicity in the shooting Saturday. 

Kansas City, Mo., April 5.—[Special.]—The 
Missouri Pacific pay-car arrived today. Superiu- 
tendent Drake's office bas been crowded with 
men, some wanting their time and others want- 
ing work. Those strikers who bad not signi- 
fled an intention of returning to work were 
paid for February and March and discharged. 
A deputy Sheriff took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity offered and stationed himself where he 
could serve the injunction notices on the men 
to keep off the company’s ground, each man 
being presented with a writ when he presented 
bimeeif for bis pay. 

Parsons, Kas., April 5.—Seven Knights were 
arrested today and held for trial. The citizens 
are oryanizging a Law and Order League for the 
protection of property. Militiameno are doing 
faithfyl work in moving trains, and it is pro- 
posed to have a portion of them return to their 
homes in a day or two.

TRAGEDY IN MILWAUKEE. 


A Hebrew Youth Kills the Daughter of His 
Host and Then Shoots Himself Dead. 

MILWwAUKeEEz, Wis., April 5.—[Special.]—A 
brick two-story house at the corner of Vieit 
and Sixth streets was the scene of a double 
murder at an early hour this morning. The 
occupants of the bouse are a family of Russian 
Jews vamed Rosenstein. Stopping with them 
last night was Isador Luderbaum. About half- 


past 1 this morning Luderbaum arose, and, se- 
curing a revolver which be carried in his 
pocket, orept by the door of the room 
in which the parents were sleeping 
and entered that of the obiildren. Ap- 
proacbing the bed Luderbaum took aim at 
Annie, the eldest, and pulled the trigger. A 
second later another shot followed, and the 
murderer fell dead across the bed. The 
parents, awakenea by the sbote, rushed in and 
round their child dead, with a quiet smile on 
her face, while baifon the bed, half on the 
floor, was the body of the youngman. Luder- 
baum came to Milwaukee from the East a year 
ortwo ago. He claimed to be the son of 
wealthy parents who resided in Austria. Lu- 
derbaum firat carried a peddier’s pack, but 
seemed to be in hard luck ana ap- 
plied to the Hebrew Aid Society 
for relief, This was afforded at 
different times. Finding the young fellow had a 
leaning toward theology. it was resolved to 
give him an opportunity to study for a rabbi. 
At the time of the crime be was still attending 
school. During bis stay in the city he. has 
been a frequent visitor at Rosenstein’s, where 
he was made welcome on account of his cheer- 
ful disposiuon, It is now believed that he con- 
ceived a passion for Miss Annie Rosen- 
stein, and, despairing of being able to make 
her bis wife, determined to kill ber and 
then himself. His desire to stay at Rosen- 
stein’s last night—something unusual—is 
thought to have been in furtherance of this 
plan. Luderbaum was about 20 years of age. 
His victim was but 15, and noted for ber 
beauty. The body of the murderer was con- 
veyed to the morgue. The inquest was held 
today, but resulted in the development of no 
new facts.

THE RECORD OF FIRES. 

CLEVELAND, O., April 5.—The Case avenue 
shop of the Lake Shore Foundry was burned 
today.

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THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 
SENATORS PLUMB AND LOGAN TALK 
ON THE ARMY BILL. 


Mr, Steele’s New Measure to Promote the 
Efficiency of the Military—Getting After 
the Rallroads—Contemplated Reduction 
of Postage—Alaska in the Senate—Nomi- 
nations for Office—Other Matters. 


WasuHinoaron, D. C., April 5.—In his speech 
on the Logan Army-Increase bill today Sena- 
tor Plumb read a letter he bad received from 
„% An Old Citizen of New York censuring Mr. 
Plumb for his opposition to this bill. The Old 
Citizen informed Mr. Plumb that there were 
40,000 Socialists in New York, and that the 
present army would not efford them mince- 
meat, Mr. Plumb nad no doubt this Old Citi- 
zen” was aman of considerable wealth, and 
that as he acquired wealth be neglected by de 
grees his duty as a citizen, until now he felt it 
beneath him to perform tbose duties, while at 
the same time he called on the General Govern- 
ment to do for bim what he had neglected to 
do for himself. This letter, Mr. Plumo thought, 
fairly represented the idea on which the pro- 
posed inorease of the army was fe- 
vored by some. He hoped the bill 
of the Senator from Illinois (Mr. Logan) 
for the equalization of bounties would be 
passed before the salaries and emoluments of 
the regular army were piled up so high that 
there should be found no more money in the 
Treasury. Mr. Plumb thought the Senate 
could postpone a bill to increase the emolu- 
ments of the regular army until the volunteer 
army, of which Mr. Logan thought so much, 
had had justice done to it. The Senator from 
Illinois, Mr. Plumb said, would not need to 
make insulting reference to bis (Mr. Plumb's) 
cailing in order to seoure bis support of such a 
bill ag that. He reterred again to the expense 
of the proposed increase, and cited figures to 
show that the increase would be $6,000,000. As 
to persunalities, Mr. Plumb said they had been 
introduced into the debate by the Sevator from 
lilinois himself. 

Mr. Logan maintained that Mr. Plumb was 
inconsistent in opposing the proposed increase 
of the army, and, in proof this, read from a re- 
port made to Congress in December, 1878, by a 
joint select committee of both Houses, signed 
on behalf of the Senate by Messrs, Burnside 
and Plumb. In this report a reorganization of 
the army was recommended and a bill for the 
purpose introduced, whicb, Mr. Légan stated, 
provided for a greater increase of whe army 
than the bill now before the Senate. He in- 
quired how Senators could reconcile such in- 
consistencies. Mr. Logan spoke at considera- 
bie length in further explanadon of the details 
of the bill, and in reply to criticisms made 
against it. With reference to the argument 
that the country should rely on 
the citizens Mr. Logan said of 
course it  sebould. He believed fully 
in relying on the citizens in time of trouble. 
and whenever a large army was wanted. But 
citizens, to be effective, had to be organized, 
If an Indian raid occurred and the citizens 
were to organize to meet it, by the time the 
organization was completed the ludians would 
be gone. No man ou the top of the earth ”’ 
had a higher opinion of the volunteer soldier 
than bad Mr. Logan, but we bad no volunteer 
soldiers now. They were now ali ex-suldiers. 
If we bad a war today and were to call on those 
ex-soldiers they would respond to the music of 
the Union ja a moment. They would giadly 
enlist under the old banner and fight for the 
cause of their country. But they were not 
now organized. 

Another Army Bill. 

Mr. Steele of Indiana will tomorrow report to 
the House a bill to promote the efficiency of 
the army, which has been prepared as a sub- 
stitute toall other bilison the subject. It 
provides fora uniform organization of the 
cavalry, artillery, and infantry—each regiment 
to have twelve companies capable of organiza- 
tion into three battalions of four companies 
each. The number of artillery officers in serv- 
ice is to be reduced from 280 to 225, each reg: 
ment to bave twenty-eight Lieutenants and 
fourteen Captains, the surplus Lieutenants to 
be appointed to original vacancies in the 
infantry. Provision is made for a system of 
rotation and exchange among all ofliciais of 
each regiment, so that the arduous and 
disagreeable duties as well as the pleas- 
ant shall be sbared dy all. All 
the vacancies created by the bill are 
to be filled by appointment by § seniority. 
after exaniination—from the three arms of the 
service, Should the bili become a law there 
would be created fifty original vacancies in 
each of the grades ot Major and Captain of 
infantry; there would be ten vacancies in the 
grades of Captain in the artillery and forty- 
ve vacancies in the grade of Lieutenant of 
infantry after absorbing the fifty-five extra 
Lieutenants of artillery—orin all 155 vacan- 
cies. The promotions a4 seniority would carry 
up six Captains of artillery and forty-tour of 
infantry to be Majors, nine Lieutenants of 
cavalry, forty-five of artillery, and fifty-six of 
infantry to be Captains, There would remain 
155 vacancies in the grade of Lieutenant, but 
only a part of these would be filled, since 
a provision is added that hereafter only 
graduates of the Military Academy and meri- 
torious non-commissioned officers shall by ap- 
pointed to the grade of Lieutenant. As the 
number of both these classes of candidates 
does not ordinarily exceed fifty-five per au- 
num, there would remain at least 100 vacancies 
in the grade, not including those already exist- 
ing. Captains who would be promoted to 
be Majors are all men who gerved through the 
whole War and the Lieutenants bave seen 
twenty years’ service. The distinction be- 
tween the grades of First and Second Lieuten- 
ant is abolished, and these officers are to be 
recommissioned as of one grade. The number 
of enlisted men of ali arms and classes is lim- 
ited to 25,000. |

Judge Anthony Refuses to Recognize a Pro- 
vision of the New Election Law Exempting 
Judges and Clerks from Jury Duty. 

John D. O'Neill of No. 138 Twenty-second 
street is a Democratic judge of election in the 
Eighth Precinct of the Third Ward. A week 
ago he was drawn on a jury in Judge Anthony's 
court and claime to have shown the Judge bis 
commission as judge of election in order to be 
excused from service. But the Judge kept 
him on the jury. Since last Thursday O’ Neill 
has been sitting on the jury in one case, and 
yesterday noon be notified the Election Com- 
mission that be cquid not appear to receive the 
ballot-box because he was on the jury. Com- 
missioners Raymond and Corkery went to re- 
monstrate with Judge Anthony, but were told 
be did not oare for their law and he would 
like to know what power uld get 
O'Neill out of that jury-box. y then 
sought Judge Prendergast. A bailiff of the 
County Court was sent for O'Neill, but re- 
turned with the reply that Judge Anthony re- 
fused to give himup. Judge Prendergast then 
wrote his colieague a note calling his atrention 
to Sec. 10, Art. 2, of the new Election law, pro- 
viding that the judges and clerks of elections 
shall be exempt from jury duty during the 
term of their service ana for two years there- 
aiter.” In reply Judge Prendergast received 
a note from Judge Anthony to the effect that 
O'Neill would be through with his case in the 
afternoon and could then attend to his duties 
as judge of election. He (Judge Anthony) 
had not been acquainted with the new Election 
law and had not seen O'Neill's commission. 
Commissioner Raymond in his conterence with 
Judge Anthony had some pretty bot words, and 
afterwards remarked that the Judge was “ the 
only man in Cook County that did not know 
that a judge of election was exempt from jury 
duty.” 

Another complication of the same character 
may spring out of the case of Jobn Gerlach of 
No. 380 Sedgwick street, who is a clerk of elec- 
tion in the Ninth Precinct of the S:xteenth 
Ward, and has been drawn ona jury in Judge 
Anthony’s court. He pleaded his comm:ssion 
asa clerk of elecuon in order to escape jury 
service, but the Judge refused to let him off. 
Today bemga holiday, however, he excused 
the whole jury until Wednesday morning. 
Gerlach asked the Election Commissioners 
what to do and was told he need not report to 
Judge Anthony Wednesday morning. The 
Judge might put himin jail, but they would 


get him out. It was not sufficient that he 


should be free from jury duty the day of elee- 
tion; he badaright tobe exempt for three 
years from the time of bis appointment. 


Whelan’s Bad Record and Unsavory Career. 
“Whelan is a better politician than McDon- 
ald or Mackin ever was,“ said an old First 
Ward rounder this morning, and be began 
to be a sharp ward-worker long before they 
did. The trouble with bim was that be bad 
no money, as they had, and wasn't able on that 
account to make himself prominent. He was 
Dave Thbhornton’s best man when Dave 
used to run the ward. He was really the lead- 
ing spirit in the By-dang Evans campaign, 
and he has more accurate knowledge about 
what was done in the vault that night after 
the town boxes were put in it than any other 
man living or dead. It was his genias that 
concelwed the briliiatt idea of making a jack- 
pot ot the contents of those boxes next day 
before the vote was counted. In fact it was 
he who got for Evans bis certificate of election 
after his case got 80 desperate that nobody 
else thought be bad any show at all to win. 

He runs a saloon, as everybody knows, and 
above it there is a gambiing-shop where people 
have as good a show to wiu as they bad at bis 
old mocking-bird game.’ A business-man was 
recently steered up there and gave his check 
for $2,000 before be came down. The check 
was never paid, a celebrated detective baving 
convinced the hoiders that it wouldp’t be safe 
to try to collect. How many smaller fry bave 
been skinned there nobody knows except those 
interested. 

In his pesent campaign Whelan has enlisted 
a horde of 6id buakn workers and tough cases 
of the Colon-Rbein régime. Both the Garrity 
boys are here and are doing their level best for 
bim. He was one of the gang who stood by 
them and helped them prove an alibi when 
they were indicted for making a murderous 
tssaulton Sam Medill. He was also their 
friend when John Dowling was pursuing them 
for their attempt to murder bim. and again 
when Ald. Jim Peevey tried to have one of 
them punished for biting off his ear. 

‘** Whelan’s methods of campaigning are the 
mort perfect imaginable. He has the saloon 
element solid, and every lodgifg-house keeper 
is bis firm ally. He has also gone about the 
ward making the acquaintance of every voter 
who was at all approachable, and has seen to 
it that every one of these has got registered. 
He can probably tell now within five votes of 
how many he will have in the boxes next Tues- 
day night, and the only way he can be beaten is 
to get every man who will vote against him to 
turn out.

LABOR AND CAPITAL. 


Broommakers of the Mohawk Valley Com- 
bine for Mutual Protection and Shut 
Down to Reduce the Production—Trouble 
in the Coal Mines. 

AMSTERDAM, N. Y., April 5.—The broom 
manufacturers of Amsterdam and other places 
in the Mohawk Valiey met Friday in this 
city and formed an association for 
mutual protection. The scarcity of broom- 
corn has caused the market to ad- 
vance 17 cents per pound. Manufactured 
brooms are beld at a stiff price, with little or 
nosale. Members of the association report 
thousands of dozens on band, and they have 
entered into an agreementto close for two 
weeks in order to afford the market an oppor- 
tunity to recover. A general shut-down of 
the broom sbops at Amsterdam, Tulies Hiil, 
and Fort Hunter occurred Saturday night and 
500 bands are thrown out of employment. 

Dusors, Pa., April 5.—The strike in the 
fourth coal-mining district is likely to take a 
more serious turn by the middle of the week 
than heretcfore. It is reported that the miners 
working are loading cars for operators whose 
miners are idle. and to this the strikers, as 
well as those working, object. Unless this is 
stopped by Wednesday every mine now work- 
ing wili again be shut down, and if this is done 
6,000 men will be out of employment. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 5.—At a meeting of the 
Cabinetmakers’ Union last night it was decided 
to degiana a reducuon in working bours May 
1 from ten to eight hours. The men who do 
piece work will demand an increase of 20 per 
ceut in wages. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., April 5.—The printers 
in the T.mes-Union, Evening Herald, and Morn- 
ing News offices struck tonicht for an advance 
to 35 cents per 1,000 ems. The proprietors re- 
fused the advance and have declared their of- 
tices non-union. They will publish half-sheets 
tomorrow.

It was decided to send a 
circular to all employers demanding reduced 
hours. The men now work fifteen and six- 
teen bours.a day and eighteen hours Saturday 
and they ask that the working hours be from 7 
o’ciock a. m. to 8 p. m. and from 10 to 12 a. m.

IOWA STATE AFFAIRS, 


Senator Whiting’s Minority Report on the 
Brown Matter—He Is Friendly to the 
Auditor—Work in the Legislature. 

Drs Moines, Ia., April 5.—|Special.|—Sena- 
tor Whiting presented his minority report on 
the Brown matter this afternoon. It treats of 
everything else but the testimony before the 
committee. Mr. Whiting dissents from the 
majority on nearly every point. A large part 
ot it is devoted to complaints that the com mit- 
tee did not investigate other State officers as 
well as the Auditor, and it cites a number of 
alleged irregularities in the offices 
of Secretary of State, Governor, Keg- 
ister of Land-Oflice, and Supreme 
Court, all of which it pleads in extenuation of 
Brown's shortcomings. Resoluuons were in- 
troduced by Holbrook and Walker in the 
House asking for a special committee to pre- 
pare articles of impeachment against Auditor 
Brown. The resolutions were laid over and 
will be considered as a special order tomorrow 
afternoon. 

The House passed a number of legalizing 
acts anc a bill to prevent the spread of con- 
tagious diseases among cattle by ‘providing 
that any person bringing cattle into the State 
infected with Texas fever or any other con- 
tezious disease shall be deemed gulity of a 
misdemeanor punishable with fine and impris- 
onment. The Railway Committee’s bill empow- 
ering the Railroad Commissioners to fix maxi- 
mum rates for hauling freight was ordered en- 
grossed. The bill permitting Boards of Super- 
visors in counties having more than 17,000 
population to publish proceedings in three 
papers, two of which ghaii not be at the county 
seat, was passed. 

The Senate spent the greater part of the day 
in discussing the Pharmacy bill and the bill for 
reorganizing the judiciary. The latter bill, 
with several amendments, was passed. Bolter 
introduced a resolution fixing adjournment for 
Friday. It will be considered as a special 
order tomorrow after the Pharmacy bill is dis-

WESTERN FREIGHT ASSOCIATION. 
Election of Officers by the Chicago & Alton 
—Strengthening the Central Passenger 
Committee—Earnings of the Burlington 
for Two Years—A New Coal Combination 
Formed at New York—Litigation at In- 

dianapolis. 

The meeting of the General Freight Agents 
of the various Northwestern lines, which is to 
be held in this city today, is beimg watched 
with considerable anxiety. But little hope is 
entertained that the meeting will be able to 
strmount the existing difficulties and 
bring about an agreement by which 
reasonable rates could be maintained until 
such time as the Nortu western Traffic Associa- 
tion can be reorganized. Nearly all of the 
roads are anxious that something be done to 
stop the disastrous cutting of rates inaugurated 
last week, but none of them are willing to 
make such concessions as would insure a 
restoration of fair rates. Even if a temporary 
agreement was made by this meeting 
it is the opinion that rates could 
no more be maintained than they were after 
the St. Paul meeting a week or two ago. There 
are too many outside lines already completed 
or about to be completed that have to be taken 
into consideration in the formation of a new 
association or the adoption of 4 new agree- 
ment. The Wisconsin Central will be ready 
witbin a month or two to open up for business, 
and it already hasaline to Green Bay to connect 
The Illinois Central and 
Minnesota & Northwestern line is already in 
the field, and is taking business East not only 
by way of Chicago, but also via Decatur. 
Notbing can be done without the codperation 
of these lines, and especially the latter. It is 
understood that neither of them will be 
represented at today’s meeting, but that 
they intend to fight independently in 
order to force recognivon and a big 
slice of the business in case a new pool should 
be formed, It the existing lowrates continue 
in force for any length of time itis quite cer- 
tain that the Western Freight Association, 
which covers the Nebraska territory, will be- 
come involved. The new rates appiy on Da- 
kota and Idaho business via Council Bluffs 
and Omaha, and it will not be possible to make 
different rates via those points to territory 
west thereof. The Western Freight Associa- 
tion has been in bad condition for some time 
and it will require but little irritation to break 
it up for good.

tor the formauon of sub-committees at St. 
Louis, Indianapolis, Louisville, Cincinnati, 
Columbus, Cleveland. Toledo, Akron, Pitts- 
burg, and such other points as may from time 
to time be deemed advisable or necessary. 
An article is also suggested authorizing the 
Commissioner to look into reports ot agents 
charged with rate-cutting; a fine of $10 for 
each cut to be assessed against the company 
employing the guilty agent. The question of 
abolishing or restricting the sale of round-trip 
land tickets will also come up for discussion. 
It is expected that it will take three days to get 
through with the work of the meeting.

The New Coal Combination. 

New York, April 5.—[Special.|—Two long 
sessions and some spicy discussions finally ied 
up to a coal combination” today. The 
Presidents of the various coal companies met 
early in the day and staid together till late in 
the evening. President Roberts of the Penn- 
syivania Railroad Company would not yield 
one jot of his former demands, and in the end 
the other companies gave up what they bad 
been contending for and let him have bis way. 
It was voted to make the output this 
year 33,500,000 tons. Last year it was 
less than 32,000,000 tons. Of the 32,500,000 
tons the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, it 
was agreed, should be allowed to take 3,500,- 
000, leaving 30,000,000 to be divided among the 
other companies. Last year the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company was credited in a percent- 
age-list with 8 per cent of the Output, but in 
its own free and easy way it mined over 10 per 
cent. The other percentages allotted last 
year were as follows: Reading, 38.85; Lo- 
high Valley. 19.60; Delaware. Lackawanna & 
Western, 16.05; Delaware & Hudson, 11; 
Pennsylvania Coal Company, 5; Erie, 1.50. 
These, with the 8 per cent allotted to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, would have 
made up the round 100 per cent. Except that 
last year’s 8 per cent is eliminated and instead 
an allotment of 3,500,000 tons gross is made to 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, the per- 
centages this year are the same as last. Tue 
30,000,000 tons remaining after the Penosyl- 
vania Railroad amount is out will de divided 
on the basis of last year’s figures, the 8 per

Litigation at Indianapolis. 
INDIANAPOLIS, April 5.—([Special.|— 
The settlement of railroad cases in the 
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unusual array of legal talent. Judge Gresham 
on the bench and Robert T. Lincoln of Chicago, 
fellow members of President Artbur’s Cabinet, 
were bere. Then there were R. G. Ingersoll, 
President of the new Toledo, Cincinnati & St. 
Louis Railroad, and other railroad lawyers. 
Mr. Lincoln was here in the interest of the 
First National Bank of Chicago, which is inter- 
ested in the sale of the Chicago & Great 
Sou theory Railroad, which was knocked down 
to Henry H. Porter for $501,000 last week. This 
morning the sale was confirmed by the court. 
The Toledo, Cincinnati & St.. Louis Narrow- 
Gage cases were also under consideration, and 
this afteroon the decree regarding the pay- 
meot of car-rentais, which bas been informal- 
ly passed upon some weeks ago, was entered, 
and from this an appeal is to be taken to the 
Supreme Court of the United States. Judge 
Dickson of St. Louis asked for an order for the 
payment of about $10,000 ot certain certifi- 
cates issued by the receiver. Col. Ingersoll, in 
behalt of the purchasers, opposed this, claim- 
ing that there was a mistake, if not a fraud, in 
the issuance of the certificates. The matter 
was taken under advisement. 


Between Chicago and St. Paul. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., April 5.—({Special. |—F. B. 
Clarke and J. T. Clark of the Omaha, J. C. Boy- 
den of the Milwaukee, J. W. Hackley of tne 
St. Louis, and General Freight Agent Dodge of 
the Duluth let for Chicago today to attend the 
meeting of the lines doing business between 
Chicago and St. Paul. There is much specula- 
tion among railroad men bere as to the result 
of the meeting. The Omaha officials have of 
late been in consultation with those of the 
Duluth regarding the Lake Superior 
business. It will be remembered 
that the breaking of the Nortbwest- 
ern Traffic Association pool was caused 
by the refusal of the Omaha to report its lake 
business to the pool. It is claimed by the other 
roads if the lake business is left out the Omaha 
will use that route for all the business it can, 
and thus take away a good portion that would 
legitimately belong to the pool. It is claimed 
by some that the proposed fast trains soon to 
be put on by the Milwaukee, St. Pau! & Chica- 
go will prove another stumbling-biock in arriv- 
ing atan understanding. It is argued, on the 
contrary, that a higher-priced ticket will be used 
on these trains, thus virtually giving the 
longer lines a differential on fast-train service. 
A freight man said today that it would be a 
disastrous business for the roads and the St. 
Paul merchants should they tail to come to an 
agreement. It is pretty generally believed 
that tomorrow’s meeting will result favorebly 
and that the Omaha will come forward with a 
satisfactory proposition. 


President Strong's Denial. 

Boston, Mass., April 5.—[Special.]—Prest- 
dent Strong of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé Railroad will say nothing about the ru- 
mored proposal of his company to lay a route 
from one of its eastern termini to Chicago. The 
report, he says, was started two years ago. 
The Atchison Road has, it is said, long had 
under contemplation the construction of a 
road parallel to the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy, and it is probable that the ground is 
being looked over. The relations between the 
two roads are very friendly, but in tho opinion 
of raiiroad men such a step on the part of the 
Atchison people would be an oppressive act 
contrary to the policy hitherto foliowed by the 
road. 


The Money Must Be Refunded. | 

BALTIMORE, Md., pril 5.—[Special.|—After 
a long contest in the Legislature a bill was 
passed today to compel the Baitimore & Ohio 
Railroad Company to refund to discharged em- 
ployés the amount of money, with interest, 
paid in by them as members of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Relief Association. According to the 
rules of the company men leaving its employ 
forteit the money paid in by them as com- 
pulsory members of the Kelief Society. 


Railway Earnings. 

New York, April 5.—The following railroad 
earnings for the month of March were reported 
teday: Chicago & Northwestern, $1,988,900, 
an increase over the same month last year of 
$2,400: Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & 
Omaha, $517,000, an increase of $57,800. 


A General Belief that the Transcontinental

It is stated 
tnat J. W. Seligman & Co., representatives of 
the Atchison, and C. P. Huntimgton have been 
buying Pacific Mail on the market for some 
time.

The 
reports show that the gross earnings of 
the road were $3,267,922, a decrease 
from 1884 of $226,853, and the gross expenses 
$3,196,313, an increase of $877,36u. The de- 
crease in earnings was caused by the political 
troubles in March and April, 1885, and the in- 
crease in expenditures by the destruction by 
fire of the company’s wharves ana freight-sheds 
at Colon in March, 1885. The number of 
passengers carried in 1885 was 567,694, an in- 
crease of 52,774 over 1884. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 5.—Judge McKen- 
nan, in the United States Circuit Court today, 
made an order giving the JerseyCentra! Railroad 
Company the option of terminating its lease to 
the Reading Company. In the same connec 
tion the bill of the Lehigh Coal & Navigation 
Company, asking that upon the termination of 
tne lease of the Jersey Central Company to 
the Reading the Lehigh & Susquebanna Rail- 
road should be returned to the navigauon 
company, was dismissed.

THE LATEST FROM THE UNITED STATES 
SUPREME COURT. 


The Tax on Tobacco Intended for Exporta- 
tion Declared Constitutional—Ex-Presi- 
dent Arthur Wins a Suit—The Illinois 
Midland Railway Company Cases—An 
Insurance Company Victorious—Various 
Interesting Law Points Settled. 


WaAsHiInGTON, D. C., April 5.—[Speciai.]— 
In case No. 180, Turpin& Brother, plaintiffs 
in error, vs. Rusb Burgess, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue for the Third District of Virginia, 
inerror tu the Circuit Court of the United 
States for the Eastern District of Virginia, the 
Supreme Court of the United States (Justice 
Bradley delivering its opinion) declared consti- 
tutional the exportation stamp required to be 
affixed to every package of tobacco intended 
forexportation before removal from the fac- 
tory, holding that an excise laid on tobacco be- 
fore its removal from the factory is nota duty 
on **exports”’ or on “ articles exported " within 
the prohibition of the Constitution, even 
though the tobacco be intended for exporta- 
tion, and therefore affirming the decision of 
the Circuit Court. 
190. Walton Ferguson, plaintiff in error, vs. 
Chester A. Arthur, late Collector of the Port of 
New York, in error to the Circuit Court of the 
United States for the Southern District of New 
York. This was an action brought to recover 
moneys paid under protest in January, 1876, 
as duties on an importation of Henry's 
calcined magnesia.” A duty of 50 per 
cent ad valorem was exacted on the 
merchandise, the Collector classing it as 
a proprietary medicine. The plaintiff con- 
tended that the article was dutiable at 12 cents 
per pound under the schedule of the Tariff act 
providing for a duty of 12 cents per pound 
on ** magnesia calcined.” At the trial in the 
lower court there was a verdict for defendant, 
and plaintiff! appealed. The Supreme Court 
affirmed the judgment of the lower court. 
Justice Blatchford delivered the opinion of the 
court. 
In the Illinois Midland Railway Company 
cases (Nos. 1,212, 1,213, 1,214, and 1,225) the 
Supreme Court entered the following decree: 
“The interlocutory decree of June II. 
1884, and the final decree of June 
3. 1885, are reversed so far as _ they 
allow to the Warings the benefit of the 994 
mortgage bonds of the Paris & Decatur Rall- 
road Company as unexchanged and uncanceled 
bonds, and so far as they deny priority over 
the mortgage bonds of that company to the 
items of $30,322 and $14,140 claimed by Waring 
Bros., and so far as they fail to provide that 
there shall be no priority or preterence (with 
the exception of debts for taxes and receivers’ 
certificates issued to borrow money to pay 
taxes orto discharge tax liens) among the 
debis ana claims, whether receiver's certifi- 
cates or other debts, which are allowed pre- 
cedence over the mortgage bonds of any road: 
and the causes are remanded to the Circuit 
Coart, with a direction to make those modifi- 
cations in the decrees; and in all other re- 
specte the decrees are afflirmed.”’ 
173. The Mutual Life-Insarance Company of 
New York, plaintiff in error, agalust Julia 
Armstrong, administratrix of John M. Arm- 
strong, deveased. In December, 1877, the in- 
surance company issued an endowment policy 
on the life of John M. Armstrong of Philadel- 
pbia for $10,000. The policy was made paya- 
bie to the assured or his assigns Dec. 3, 1897, 
or, if be should die before that time, then to 
his legal representatives. Armstrong assigned 
the policy to one Benjamin Hunter, who paid 
the premium thereon. On Armstrong’s death 
the required notice and proof of his death hay- 
ing been furnished to the company and the 
money not being paid, his widow, who was 
appointed administratrix, brought suit in 
a State court in New York for its 
recovery. and on the defendant's motion it 
was removed to the Circuit Court of the United 
States. The company set up the defense, 
among others, that the policy was obtained by 
Hunter with the intent to defraud the company 
by com passing the death of the assured. Within 
six weeks after the policy was issued Arm- 
strong was attacked at night in Camden and 
received blows on bis head which fractured 
his skull, from the effects of which he died. 
Hunter was arrested, tried, and convicted 
of the murder and was executed. At the 
trial of this suit in the lower court 
the reading of the testimony of Thomas Gra- 
bam to show that Hunter intentionally caused 
the death of Armstrong was excluded. The 
jury gave a verdict for the full amount of the 
policy with damages. The Supreme Court re- 
verses that judgment and remands the case 
for a new trial. Justice Field delivered the 
opinion of the court.

REDEEM THE CITY. 

The opportunity is offered the reputable 
voters of Chicago today to redeem the good 
name of the city and to rescue its legisla- 
ture from the clutches of the plundering 
boodle gang. For the first time they have in 
their hands all the machinery requisit to in- 
sure an honest election, and for the first time 
they can go to the polls and vote with the 
assurance that their votes will be honestly 
counted and that the result will be declared 
ou the side of the legal majority. There is 
but one contingency which can stand in the 
way of success, and that is the failure of 
electors to vote. 

Such a failure at such a time, and with the 
issue of an honest administration of the City 
Government at stake, will be little less than 
criminal.

The business-men of Chicago cannot com- 
plain that the election interferes with their 
engagements. The polls open at 6 a. m. and 
close at 4 p.m. The precincts are so numer- 
ous andso conveniently located that votes 
can be deposited without any appreciable loss 
ot time. Evenif there were, there 1s am- 
ple time after 4 o’clock to compensate for it. 
Above all, vote in the morning. The after- 
noon session is a short one, and there is 
danger in delay. As every legal voter is 
registered and no swearing in is allowed, 
there will be no time lost on that account. 
Nothing stands in the way of any man, how- 
ever busy he may be. Under such circum- 
stances, if it appears tonight that the bum- 


mers have again carried the city and that 


the boodle gang have again succeeded in get- 


ting into the Council, it will only be because 


sufficient honest, reputable men have failed 
to vote to allow them to do so. If such shall 
be the case, if the corrupt crowd of Alder- 
men is thus allowed to continue its plunder- 
ing, the fault will de due to honest but lazy 
men who have shirked their duty. 

Now let every registered voter go to the 
polls and do his duty, and before the sun sets 
Chicago will be redeemed and the gang will 
be routed. There can be no skullduggery 
practiced after dark this time. The votes 
are going to be honestly counted. Let the 
business-men of Chicago see that they are in 
the boxes bright and early. They are on their 
honor todo so. Redeem the city! 


JAY GUULD FOMENTING PUBLIC 
DISORDER, 

Jay Gould’s last interview shows an un- 
mistakable desire on his part to foment dis- 
order in the Southwest and prolong the strike 
for stock-jobbing purposes. He said Sunday 
to an interviewer for publication: 

I bave been astonished at some of the rer- 
elations that have come through the recent 
disturbances, but nothing bas been so surpris- 
ing as the proof that 1 have bad of the weak- 
nexs ot the Knights of Labor. They have no 
such organization as I bad supposed. Their 
demonstrations and assertions had ied me to 
believe them not only formidable, but prac- 
tically unconquerablie, nt history bas 
proved this idea all false, They are not strong; 
they are weak; they are readily overcome. So 
great was my apprehension as to the strength 
of the Knights of Labor, and so great was my 
fear of what might come from a fight made by 
them, that for over a year we have been carry- 
ing hundreds of men on the Missouri Pacific 
pay-rolis tor whom we really bad no need; we 
were paying them their wages only because 
we were apprebensive of an extreme emer- 
gency to follow a strike by the Knights. Now 
we find that the money spent in this way was 
practicaily wasted. We had no such things to 
fear as we anticipated. Up to this time we 
have taken back just twenty-Ave men who have 
been active in these strike troubles at St. Louis. 
We can get all the men we want without having 
to call upon a singie one of the strikers. 


This is not the language of a man anxious 
to effect a settlement of the Southwestern 
strike, but of a stock-jobbing Mephistopheles 
bent on goading the strikers into further re- 
sistance and imperiling public order with a 
view to wrecking railroad property and buy- 
ing in low-priced, panie-stricken stocks. 
Gould says the strikers are not strong,” but 
“weak” and ‘* readily overcome.” Nothing 
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thinking them formidable, he now de- 
clares the Gould lines can resume operations 
«* without calling on a single one of the strik- 
ers.” Such are the provoking and insulting 
terms Gould applies to the strikers at the 
very moment when the way was open for an 
immedlate and satisfactory settlement of the 
entire difficulty. Grand-Master Powderly 
and his committeé agreed to all that could be 
asked in reason, but Gould played with them 
as a cat does with a mouse, intending in 
good time to substitute sharp scratches for 
yelvet-like touches. He desired not to end 
the strike, but to lull and exasperate it alter- 
nately, as the situation in Wall street might 
demand. Early in the strike TIE TRIBUNE 
expressed the belief that Jay Gould was ma- 
nipulating the trouble in the interest of his 
stock-gambling schemes, and it now finds in 
his last seditious utterance ample proof of 
this fact as well as of his treachery in deal- 
ing with the Powderly labor committee. 

The attitude of the Southwestern strikers 
is bad enough, but that of Jay Gould vastly 
worse. After every reasonable demand that 
he could make has been granted he taunts 
the strikers with weakness, and cowardice, 
and impotence, and virtually dares them to 
continue the conflict. .He sneers at the 
Knights of Labor as an organization with no 
“fight” in it, and which he can trample on 
at will. Not eontent with the concessions 
made by Powderly, Gould now seeks to goad 
the strikers into a renewal of the struggle. 
The strike did not last long enough for him; 
he wants more disorder, lawlesness, and de- 
struetion of property so that Southwestern 
railroad stocks may tumble to a lower point 
and be bought in by himself and his assistant 
wre¢kers. Rioting, traln-wrecking, and 
bridge-burning are included in the program 
desited by the stock manipulators who specu- 
late on public calamities. It is in times of 
riot, panic, and disorder that Jay Gould finds 
his finest opportunities to make millions, and 
a man of his mental constitution would pre- 
fer money gained by tricky speculation on a 
„Black Friday” to the returns of legitimate 
business. The taunts Gould throws at the 
strikers are calculated to incite riot and pro- 
long the trouble in the Southwest. The law 
ought to make provision for locking up rail- 
road stock gamblers who at critical times use 
incendiary language and endeavor to pro- 
voke violent outbreaks that they may specu- 
late on the miseries of workmen and the ne- 
cessities of the public.

PACIFIC RAILWAY COMPETITION. 

Reports from New York say there is no 
prospect of an immediate settlement of the 
transcontinental freight war. The steam- 
ship company demands that its blackmail 
charge for refusing to carry freight and 
passeners at reasonable rates shall be in- 
creased from $85,000 to $100,000 per month. 
Unless this is done the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany threatens to transport goods to and 
from the Pacific coast at fair rates and so 
break the old extortionate monopoly of the 
Pacific roads. If not bribed the steamship 
company will enter into fair competition 
with the transcontinental railroads, and, 
fortunately, the Pacific roads display a 
marked unwillingness to pay further black- 
mail charges. Heretofore the Union Pacific 
took one-fourth of the blackmail levy out of 
the dues owing to the Government, but 
it is already settled that this practice must 
stop. The roads must make restitution to 
the Government and in the future pay their 
bribes to the steamship company them- 
selves. It is also becoming clear that if a 
bribe of $1,200,000 a year is paid to the 
steamship company not to compete for busi- 
ness a similar bonus must be provided for 
the Canadian Pacific, which is hungry for 
business anc in shape to prove a dangerous 
competitor. This company can easily main- 
tain aline of steamers to sweep the Pacific 
coast from Victoria to San Diego and deliver 
freight and passengers at its depot on Puget 
Sound. Cheap coal and the favoring trade 
winds of the Pacific coast will make such 
navigation inexpensive. With little diffi- 
culty this road can reach into the territo- 
ry of the other Pacific lines, and en- 
gage in competition with them for 
transcontinental traffic. Is it to be 
bribed to refrain from such competition, 
and in that event will not the blackmail 
levies become too heavy for the other Pacific 
roads to pay? As a result of the recent 
freight war Pacific coast merchants have laid 
in full supplies, and the prospect is that for 
six months at least business will be light. It 
is very doubtful whether these roads can 
double their blackmail charges and pay them 
in full without compelling the Government to 
contribute. A stressof circumstances is now 
operating to break up the blackmail system 
and force the Pacific roads to engage in le- 
gitimate business. ‘The bribes demanded are 
too heavy to be borne, and the only salvation 
for the Pacific roads is to furnish the public 
low rates on transcontinental freight and ex- 
ert themselves to build up local points and 
develop a volume of way business that will 
pay when transacted at reasonable rates, 


GEN. BLACK AND HIS “CHARGES.” 

The best course for Gen. Black is to re- 
tract his false charges against the previous 
administration of the Pension-Office and en- 
deavor to keep quiet in the future, or atleast 
give himself a chance to think twice before 
burdening his official reports with indiscrim- 
inate official libels. Called on for proof to 
sustain his charge that under previous ad- 
ministrations political tests were required of 
applicants for pensions, Black has failed to 
produce anything of the kind, and now finds 
himself put on the defensive and required to 
defend the integrity of his own management 
of the Pension-Office. The investigation 
took a wider range than Gen. Black intended, 
and the indications are that the Commission- 
er, who started out wool-gathering, will come 
home pretty badly shorn. 

In his testimony under oath before the 
Senate Investigatmg Committee Gen. Black 
said: *‘I made seventy-seven appointments 
under the civil-service rules, of which num- 
ber seventy-two were Democrats and five of 
politics unknown.” These were the results 
reached by Gen. Black in making appoint- 
ments of a class that come within the letter 
of the Civil-Service act and in regard to 
which the law positively forbids the least 
partisan discrimination or favoritism. The 
examiners are not allowed to inquire into the 
politics of applicants nor to receive recom- 
mendations or testimonials in regard to their 
party standing. The examiners are permit- 
ted only to take the persons standing highest 
in the examinations and name four for every 
vacancy, and from these the officer making 
the appointment must select. The entire 
system of examination and recommendation 
was designed to prevent partisan favor- 
itism, and yet in Black’s office 90 per cent of 
the appointees were Demucrats, This was 
not the result of chance or aécident, but ap- 
parently of Gen. Black's determination to 
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his own skirts and show that he has not been 
violating the law, as his own statement of 
the facts strongly suggests. : 
The efforts of Gen. Black and his associa 

to appoint Democrats and oust Union sol- 
diers extend even to the classified service, 
which was supposed to be fully protected by 
law. The Democratic headsmen have been 
at work among the clerks who come within 
the very letter of the Civil-Service act, and 
have succeeded in displacing a large propor- 
tion of Union soldiers and appointing tew 
but Democrats. In a report to the Grand 
Army of the Republic for the District of Co- 
lumbia Jerome P. Burke, a Democrat, very 
significantly says: 


This has been an off year for the class 
we represent. it is estimated that 


of the total number of employés in the depart- 
menta in Washington, the soldier element is 
about 80 per cent, and it is believed that nearly 
40 per cent of all who bave been discharged 
came from that clase—there is certainly a large 
percentage against us. It almost, indeed, 
amounts in some places to ostracism and a 
practical nullification of law. . . . What 
great, unpardonable political sin bave our com- 
rades at this late date committed to cause a 
boycott to de placed upon them? ... We 
bave seen a comrade whose army record was 
of the very best, and whose civil-service record 
was irreproachable, degraded from a bigh posi- 
tion that he won by meritorious service, and 
his place filled by one who was in armed re- 
beliion against the Government, 

It has not been generally known hereto- 
fore that the spoils grabbers were at work in 
the Washington departments, but it appears 
that the proscription of Union soldiers and 
the appointment of Democratic henchmen 
prevail there as in other departments of the 
service. The Civil-Service act is becoming a 
nullity. Gen. Black's sworu testimony shows 
a deliberate and studied determination to 
evade the law governing appointments in the 
classified service, and it would seem that the 
Cabinet officers and officials in other depart- 
ments hold the civil-service rules in equal 


contempt.

THE GOOD WORK OF THE TWO SAMS. 

Brothers Jones and Small have closed up 
their remarkable season of revivaf labor in 
Chicago and are now on their way to their 
homes in Georgia to enjoy their well-earned 
rest and recuperate before they visit other 
Northern cities to attack Satan in his strong- 
hold. We have had many evangelists in 
this region before, but never two just like 
these. They came Into our atmosphere like 
two strange comets, and there was nothing 
in their organization, appearance, movements, 
or history that could be compared with the 
other members of the evangelist system. Of 
the two men, Brother Small appears to us 
the more remarkable. He is a man of con- 
siderable scholarship, ability, and cosmopoli- 
tan experience, who, giving way to strong 
drink, gravitated into the gutter and wal- 
lowed in it, then suddenly picked himself 
out of it and, clothed in his right. mind, not 
only resolved to lead a better and 


more manly life, but abandoned everything 


else to become a teacher of men and warn 
them by his own example. In the pursuit 
of this calling he has kept himself down to 
the level of the intelligence of the masses, 
avoiding on the one hand the temptation to 
fly over their heads, and on the other the 
equally strong temptation to cheapen or 
lower his natural ability and sense of re- 
finement. His sermons have been models in 
this respect. Brother Jones, on the other 
hand, has not the education of Brother 
Small nor his freedom from local influences. 
Both men are Southerners and from the 
same State, but Jones is still the typical 
Southerner, rough, uncouth, impulsive, in- 
clined to exaggerate, slangy, but withal 
bright, witty, and keenly sensitive to the 
bumorous and sarcastic side of things. He 
shoots directly at the mark, but in a style 
which is aptto jaruponone. But humor 
always holds an audience more securely than 
logic, and ridſeule always defies reason, 
which is the secret of Bob Ingersoll’s popu- 
larity. 

Time alone can tell how deep an impression 
the two men have really made upon the com- 
munity. Several hundred converts are ac- 
credited to them, but a discount may have to 
be made after the excitement has died away. 
But it is certain that they have done much 


‘good, and that many seed which they have 


sown will bear fruitage hereafter. They have 


reached hundreds of people who could not be 


reached in any other way. They have drawn 
many hundreds of people who never go to 
church and who cannot be induced to listen 
to che regular preachers, partly because they 
do not feel at home in our wealthy churches, 


‘and partly because the ministers preach clear 


over their heads. This is the common fault 
of educated men in the pulpits. Neither of 
the two Georgians, however, is open to this 
criticism. The one by his simplicity and 
plainness, the other by his quaintness and 
uncouthness, have reached every one who 
has waited upon their ministrations, 
and the strongest proof of their pow- 
er and hold upon the multitude is 
that their audiences increased in numbet up 
to the very last meeting. With the excep- 
tion of Brother Moody no public speaker has 
been able to call together day after day and 
week after week such enthusiastic crowds of 
people. It seems to us they have satistied 
the most essential condition of success in the 
pulpit—namely, the ability to call together 
the common people and to securea hold upon 
their appreciative sympathy. It is little 
matter what agencies they employ to reach 
the multitude,so long as they, are honest 
themselves, and the multitude cannot be 
reached in any other way. If they have res- 
cued but one man from the gutter or the 
gambling table their visit here has not been 
in vain from the outside point of view. 
From their own point of view they will un- 
doubtedly always look back upon Chicago 
with respect and affection as the city which 
converted them from their own besetting vice 
and left them armed at every point against 
taunt or jeering criticism. N

FROM THE FOREIGN MAILS. 


One of the many stories told of the late 
Buckshot Forster was to the effect that at one time, 
after a tedious debate on trade matters, a vote 
was ordered. Tired out, Mr. Forster had fallen 


asleep, and when his name was called did not re- 
spond. Mr. Rylands shook him and whispered 
hoarsely: Vote aye!” Aye!“ murmured For- 
ster, and then sank back into sleep. Then the op- 
position raised a howl; Forster was quickly awake 
and began to defend himself, but the presiding 
Officer ruled that the vote must be accepted. 
Admiral Aube has not yet advertised the 
French ironciads for sale as old iron, but he has 
stopped the construction of the two monsters now 
on hand, and is devoting his energies to the devel- 
opment of torpedo warfare. According to the re- 
ports published in the Tempe of the result of some 
torpedo experiments conducted by the Amira] Du- 
perré the 2d inst., the torpedoists found no di- 
culty in repeatedly strike the tronciad when go- 
ing at full speed with the torpedoes fired at any 
angle against ber side as well as when fired at her 
bow. The theory of the English navy, formed after 
the experiments at Bantry Ray, that the wave of 
water formed in front of a great ship going at full 
speed is sufficient to detect the torpedo from its 
course, is declared to be exploded by the French 
experiments. The wave infront of the Amirali 
Duperré had no effect on the advancing torpedo. 


Apropos of Gen. Boulanger’s order restor- 
ing, the beard to the French army, it is curious to 
note that the capillary adornments of the soldier's 
tace has been a subject of contention in France 
from time immemorial. King Clovis adopted the 
mustache, then a foreign importation. Henry L 
patronized both the beard and mustache. Louis 
XIII. abolisbed both, and ordered his officers to 
wear Oniy atuft of hair on the chin, which was 
called la royale. Louis XIV. in the beginning of 
his reign went back to the mustache, but Mme. de 
Maintenon objected to it, and made a clean shave 
of the whole face. Some young seigneurs refused 
to submit to the sacrifice, and were banished from 
court. Under the first revolution the beard again 
came into fashion. Napoleon I. retained the 
beard, but only for the corps d’élite of his army. 
Others who bad distinguished themselves on the 
field of battle were allowed to wear whiskers as & 
mark of distinction. The Monarchy of July chose 
the mustache only, but forbade the soldiers waxing 
or greasing it. The Second Empire inaugurated 
Vimpériaie, which was a copy of the royale, save 
that the soldier was permitted to gum it and wear 
it with the mustache. Today the beard is once 
more revived, but whiskers are prohibited as being 
too English.

MARINE MATTERS. 

Four Cents to Baffalo. 
Four cents was paid for wheat to Buffalo yester- 
Gay. This is the rate that carriers have been hold- 
ing for. Now that it has been reached the small 
amount of tonnage remaining in the barbor will 


ported, That was the Western Line prop Milwau- 
kee. The schr Thomas II. Howland was chartered 
to load 22,000 bushels of wheat for Kingston at 6 
cents. Carriers ask the same rate on corn to 
Kingston, and, as there is but 28 
limited supply of available canal-going 
tonnage left, they expect to experience no trouble 
in holding freights up to that figure until after the 
opening of navigation. Advices received from 
Milwaukee stated thata number of new charters 
had been made at that port and the indications 
were that all the vessels there would be provided 
for without coming to Chicago. The schr Maria 
Martin intended coming to Chicago, but received 
orders to load at Milwaukee. OA letter received 
from Buffalo stated that there was a strong proba- 
bility that the opening rate on coal from that port 
to Chicago would be 65 cents. There are about 
100,000 tons of anthracite coat already awaiting 
shipment and stock is coming ia rapidly. 

Several lumber charters were made yesterday on 
a basis of $1.25 from Muskegon to Chicago. This 
fixes lumber rates on Lake Michigan for the open- 
ing weeks of navigation and carries hope to main- 
tain freights on the present basis throughout the 


summer months.

Another Ship-Canal Project. 

A dispatch received from Washington last night 
stated that Congressman White of Pennsyi- 
vanla bad introduced a bill in the House for the 
survey of a ship-canal from Franklin, on the Al- 
legheny River, to Lake Erie. This measure is sup- 
ported by the iron manufacturers of Pennsylvania, 
and was conceived by them for the purpose of re- 
ducing the cost of transporting ore. At present 
tho product of the mines in Northern Michigan are 
shipped by water to Cleveland, Ashtabula, and 
other Lake Erie ports, and there reload- 
ed intb cars and carried by rail to the 
furnaces. It is claimed that by improving the nat- 
ural waterways of Pennsylvania, and connecting 
them with Lake Erie by a ship-canal, large vessels 
can be sent direct from Escanaba and Marquette 
and discharge their cargoes at the furnace doors, 
thereby greatly cheapening the cost of manufact- 
uring iron. Those who have made a careful 


etudy of the project claim that it can be carried out 
at a comparatively small cost. It ts doubtful, 
however, if a Government that hesitates about in- 
vesting capital in such an essentially beneficial 
waterway as the Hennepin Canal would be can be 
induced to take hold of the Pennsylvania canal 
project.

FRANKFORT, Mich., April 5.— [Special. I— The 
weather holds cold and a west wind still brings in 
large fields of ice. The life-saving station at Point 
Betsey opens for the season’s work today. Work 
will soon begin on the new life-saving station at 
the south pier of this harbor in place of the one 
burned in January, when nearly completed. The 
new station is to be ready for business in June.

Nautical Notes. 
Quite a fleet of lumber vessels was towed down 
the river yesterday and were only awaiting a shift 
of wind to spread their canvas. For several days 
the wind has held in the north, thereby delaying 
vessels that are anxious to get away. 
The ’Longshoremen’s Union at Oswego has 
agreed upon the following prices for handling lum- 
ber: All vessels 300,000 feet capacKy and over, 25 
cents per M for the entire season. Under 300,000 
20 cents per M till Aug. 1, and 25 cents after 
date. Michigan lumber in vessels 55 cents per 
M for the season. Michigan lumber in canalboats 
20 cents per M for the season. The date for in- 
creasing price is one month earlier than last year. 
A letter received from Sturgeon Bay states that 
there is no ice to interfere with vessels between 
the entrance to the canal and Death’s Door. All of 
the cedar-shipping ports are reported open to 
navigation. On Green Bay the ice is still firm and 
gives no indication of an early breaking up. 
Capt. George Judson, one of the oldest masters 
on the lakes, is suffering from a severe stroke of 
paralysis at Cleveland. Capt. Judson is 65 years 
old, and on account of his age he had largely re- 
tired from active sailing. He has spent mostof 
his time in the employ of the late Capt. Alva 
Bradley, having some interest, also, in a number 
of Capt. Bradiey’s vessels. The last vessel he 
sailed belonging to that fleet was the stmr Henry 
Chiabolm.

THE AFFAIRS OF THE CHELTENHAM 
IMPROVEMENT COMPANY. 


A Favorable Offer from the World’s Pastime 
Company—Judge Blodgett on the Privi- 
leges of Attorneys—A Newberry Heir—

In the case of E. F. Lawrence against the Chel-
